REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
The applicant's amendment of 6/14/2002 overcomes the deficiencies of the claims. 
Claims 1-9 are allowed because none of the prior art references of record discloses the second 
circuit for determining the maximum duration values corresponding to the duration of the thee 
bit cells, two bit cells and one bit cell.
